David... Thanks for your reply. I just got my EX, so I have no 
experience, other than carrying it to and from my car. I'll try to 
answer your comments and questions to the extent that experience allows. 


> I have an Ex that I picked up that is working (somewhat). 

> I have a manual copy coming but being impatient I went to 

> BAMA and found the manual there. The problem with some 

> of the pages its too big for 8X11 and still prints that way 8X14 
> or landscape. I at least found what bands were by letter. I also 
> saw the frequencies covered. 


I believe the BAMA site has free downloadable software that will allow 
you to print the files in normal size. I often use Powerpoint and 
insert the downloaded pages as pictures, then resize them to fit the 
Powerpoint page. It makes an easy to print and edit file. 


> I have two needs. The 

bandswitch knob is broken on one side of the skirt (sure 

makes it hard to turn) so another fellow sent me a like knob 
without the big skirt. It works fine just looks funny. I also 
note the 6U5/6G5 eye tube is weak. I looked them up in 

several vendors catalogs and they are expensive.

Now you too can become a hamfest knob box diver. Theoretically, if you 
look in enough of them, you'll find what you're looking for, or at least 
a substitute of similar size and shape. Look at the old test equipment 
that sits there in sad piles at hamfests.

I think you're talking about capacitors and / or resistors. I always 
replace the old paper tubulars. New plastic ones are cheap, will 
outlast me, and are usually easy to put in. Resistors I check. The 
ones out of tolerance need to go. 


> Questions: Does a manual have the specs for the 160 coil?.. 
> I don't think I would ever find the Meissner part. 


Practically your only hope is to find a junker. Fortunately, they're 
out there. Then consult the BA list and find out if there's a guy who's 
rewound a coil set for 160. You could also hit the books and design one 
yourself. Measure the 80 meter set and reverse engineer to find the 
values, then go the other way for 160. I've done the math for a 30 
meter tranmitter that way, but haven't yet built the rig. At any rate, 
it seems like a lot of trouble to do all that work when most of us have 
other rigs in the shack that'll do 160. 


> ... Is it stable enough for CW? 


Don't know, but I expect it is. That's how I intend to use mine and am 
not worried. I've learned to turn on my BAs at least half an hour 
before I get on the air with them. Except for the NCX-3, that's usually 
enough to let them settle down enough to use. 


> I am looking for 1953 and 1954 QST articles 
> or hints (on by Lew McCoy). 


I'm looking for them, too. I'll let you know if I find or a friend 
finds them for me. 


> Can we tell by the serial number if its early or late production? 
Can't help you there. 

> I expect I may get a heathkit counter or similar to read the 

> frequency as I remember a ham back in the 50's using a 

> slide rule to calculate the VFO freq.

Its unfortunate that first we all had to add antivirus then even a complete 
internet security system 

that includes firewalls etc. On the wife's big 2mhz PC on DSL we get trojan 
horses and people trying to break in all the time. According to my tech 
support this is all it takes to take over your PC and send messages. Most 
of us can catch the viruses that come along. 


Now most of the ISPs have added a spam blocker. Earthlink's spamblocker 
lets you avoid outlook express (if you want) and use their web mail. My mail 
is broken down into several folders. 

Good e-mail (those that are in my address book), those that might be good 
(labeled suspected spam) and known spam. I get 120 good messages per day on 
average, 300 suspected spam 

which contains 5 to 10 good messages, and way over 1000 spam messages. 
Included in this spam are dozens of those fake microsoft messages (143 to 
147KB) that have a virus, and I have noticed 20 to 30 messages per day now 
that say bounced. aol bounced messages are the most common. I even get so 
called messages from me (but look at the entire address its longer than my 
e-mail address). Most of the bounce messages and the fake MS messages come 
from overseas. By the way the address book spam blocker refers to is the 
one with web mail NOT outlook express!! 


Boy wouldn't it be nice to go back to say 1994 where all we did was read and 
send messages about boatanchors???

for doing it. 


Until it becomes seriously illegal or too expensive to be a spammer, 
the practice will continue.

Recently I was talking to an old timer who had a W9 call sign 30 years ago. 
He had just turned 95 and was in an assisted living complex. I was warned 
his near memory was not good but he could remember 40, 50, 60 or more years 
ago. We got to talking about old gear and he remembered the HQ 120 I am 
restoring well (called it a modern receiver). He then started talking about 
his friend Gus. Gus (also a W9) had a nice station in the late 1940's 
consisting of a Super Pro BC 779 with RME converter for 10, a BC 314 with 
another converter for 10 and 20 (the 314 covered up to 15Mcs he said) and a 
MIMS signal squirter beam for 10/20. Then he dropped it on me. His friend 
had one of the first (and maybe the only) Pierce Electronics 100 
transmitter. All he remembered was it was 100 watts AM and CW with a very 
stable VFO. He used it alone and to drive a big amp. Pierce was out of 
California as he remembered. I had forgotten all about this conversation 
and my search for any details on a Pierce 100 went for naught until I picked 
up a December 1947 CQ and low and behold on Page 73 there is a full page ad. 


Has anyone ever seen a Pierce PEC 100?? This was produced about the same 
time as Temco (they have an ad in the same CQ) and before Don Merten started 
making the TR-1 transmitter.
